Doyleetown, September 28, 1909. 
When James Wfiion, alias Hugh 


Webster.and Lloyd Bowen were arres- 
ted at Tully town recently ae vagrants, 
attention of the authorities were at 
once attracted to tbe fact that it was 
unusual for hobos to be in possession 
of a team. This fact led to an Im- 
mediate investigation, but nothing 
could be learned about the team or 
tbe men at that time.

At this season the toll taken by ty- 
phoid from our citizenship is heaviest. 
The scourge is no respecter of persons, 
but numbers the strongest and most 
useful men and women among its 
victims quite as often as the feeble. 


The worst of it is that this tux we 


pay is nature's retribution for our own 
willful neglect. If us a people we 
lived as cleanly as the animals do ty- 
phoid would he as rare as smallpox. 
Everybody knows the cause of the 
disease anil almost every Ixidy knows 
the proper means of prevention. We 
run the risk of feuding our strongest 
and best to the grave from a combi- 
nation of indifference with greed. 
Proper sanitation costs a great deal 
of money, and municipalities are 
loath to undertake it for that reason. 
Individuals refuse to stop their plain 
violations of sanitary requirements 
until they are. compelled to do so by 
the heavy hand of the law, because 
the change will cost money. 


There was a time when'individnal 
care as to one's personal surroundings 
was the only preventive measure 
known against typhoid, and thous- 
ands of families exercise the most 
scrupulous care, so far as their fore- 
sight is anle to reach. But in th's 
matter individual care is almost help- 
less. What is needed Is community 
care; protection of Its own water sup- 
ply by each city, with u combination 
of cities and state action for the dis- 
posal of sewage without emptying it 
into water which may enter either the 
reservoir or the bathing ground of 
Borne other community.

rejection of Messiah their priestly rec- 
ords are lost, so that no Jew In tbe 
world can make claim to the position 
of High I'rk'st or dare to perform the 
functions of High Priest in connection 
with tbe Day of Atonement sacrifices 
They bave no Tabernacle or Temple, 
nor dare they erect one, for If one 
were consecrated, an unauthorized 
priest would risk his life lu attempting 
to pass through the Second Veil Into 
tbe Most Holy 


As a consequence our 
Hebrew 


friends deserve our sympathy 
'Ihe 


tenth day of the seventh mouth was 
their appointed Day of Atonement lly 
tbe sacrifices of I bat day, properly tier- 
formed, reconciliation for their lulqiil 
tlea was made for the ensuing year, at 
the end of whlcb they would again be- 
come unclean and need anotb . Atone 
ment Day. As the Apostle says, the 
arrangement God made for them for 
the forgiveness of sins was "year bj 
year continually," and the yearly repe- 
tition Indicated that the sins were not 
really cancelled, but merely covered 
for tbe year. 


It Is a part of Divine providence that 


oar Hebrew friends bave no Priest 
and tbat no sin-atonement sacrifice Is 
possible. Now wben the anniversary 
of the Day of Atonement comes they 
bemoan their sins and fast and pray, 
bat they have no Priest to offer the 
bollock of a sin-offering and then to 
take Its blood Into tbe Holy and Most 
Holy and to sprinkle the same for the 
cleansing of the priestly tribe 
They 


have no Priest later on to come and 
take the goat's sin-offering and do with 
It as he die1 with tbat of the bullock, 
taking Its blood Into the Most Holy 
and sprinkling tbe Mercy Scat for all 
the other eleven tribes of Israel 
Tbe 


Priest does not come out of the Holies 
to bless them, as of yore, and to tell 
them that their sins are forglver 
through the merit of tbe sacrificial 
blood 
No! After waiting the entire 


day, and knowing that they have no 
(Leviticus xvli Wben he ascended upon 
Priest, no Advocate, no Intercessor, no 
Sin bearer, at tbe close of their Atone- 
ment Day tbey endeavor to be cheerful 
and happy and to suppose their sins 
forgiven; or, rather, tbey endeavor to 
forget all about tbe matter in worldll- 
ness 


Tho Antitypo of Thlo. 


Would that all onr Hebrew friends 


as well as all Christians, could under 
stand tbe true antitype of that greet 
Day of Atonement, which the Jews 
celebrated annually In a typical man 
ner.

At first tight the African rhinoceros 


appears to be heavily handlcanced by 
nature as regards his anatomy 
His 


flabby, loutish body, short, stumpy 
legs, small, unblinking, plgllke eyes 
and prehensile upper Up ill combine 
to give him an ah- of stupid Inactivity. 
Yet let him once scent dancer, and 
how quickly is this Idea dissipated. 
If lying down at tbe time, he Is on 
Us legs and facing tbe cause of dis- 
turbance In a flash If satlsBed that 
tbe danger is real, be tarns la a sec- 
ond and Is galloping op wind at a 
pace that compares favorably with 
that of a good horse 


To avoid obstructions he can torn 


and wheel at full speed like a pain 
pony and is capable of keeping up the 
pace for miles In a straight race be- 
tween a iblnoceros aod a horse over 
two miles of tbe average country In 
which the former Is met with, consist- 
ing, as It usually does, of black cotton 
•oil and ordinary veld, the rhino would 
be fully able to bold his own 


Being very sure footed, obstacle*, 


cracks in tbe ground and small holes 
whlcb would cause a horse to stumble, 
If not come to grief altogether, have 
no effect on him whatever, and be will 
gallop down one side of a khor and 
up tbe other, leaving loose stones and 
debris rattling, bat without one false 
step 


His great physical defect Is his sight, 


his eyes being of very little use to him, 
and tbe hunter may walk straight up 
to him In open country till within 100 
yards and, without exercising very 
much care, can by stalking, should tbe 
ground be fairly favorable, easily get 
within twenty yards before firing, al- 
ways provided tbe approach Is made 
from tbe leeward side 
Any advan- 


tage be may lose owins to his bad eye- 
sight Is fully made up to him by Us 
sense of smell 


The phrase "a nose like a fox ter- 


rier" Is often applied to keenness of 
scent This should rather be "a nose 
like a rhinoceros " Tbere is very lit- 
tle chance of getting on terms with 
him If tbe approach b made from 
windward 


If lying down, he almost invariably 


does so with his nose pointed down 
wind, consequently the hunter ap- 
proaching, as be naturally should, 
from the leeward side, has only tbe 
Quarry's defective sight and hearing 
to contend with 


In the daytime the rhino bird, or 


oxpecker (Buphaga africana), acts as 
a protection to him, sleeping and wak- 
ing 
There Is a superstition among 


the natives that these small birds per- 
form (he duties of sentry. To a cer- 
tain extent this Is true 
They are al- 


ways flirting about and hanging on to 
him, feeding on the ticks with which 
he swarms, and on the approach of 
danger flutter about with little hoarse 
cries, whlcb have tbe effect of rousing 
him and, If continued, cause him to 
rise up and look around 


It Is almost impossible to calculate 


correctly what the action of a rhino 
will be on becoming aware of danger. 
No two of them seem to behave in the 
same way in similar circumstances 
On tbe whole, It Is safe to say that 
If only disturbed be will retreat, bat 
should he be actually annoyed and see 
his enemy he will retaliate and charge 


Serious loss and delay are often 


caused by a rhino charging a caravan 
Yet this action Is nearly always forced 
upon him and occurs through stupldl 
ty rather than premeditated 
malice 


The head of a caravan, say, of 300 
porters, extending over two or three 
miles of country, passes to windward 
of a rhino 
He gets the scent and 


moves up wind and perhaps uears the 
center of tbe caravan, wben, being 
thoroughly alarmed, be turns off a lit- 
tle only to strike tbe tall end 


Being now puzzled and seeing at 


last, as he thinks, tbe original cause 
Of his annoyance, he charges straight 
through, on his way horning a load 
or two hastily cast aside by the por 
ters on his approach lie then passes 
on to leeward of the caravan and, be- 
ing at last delivered from the annoy- 
ing scent, moves on Into more peaceful 
territory 
Yet a person who bod not 


watched his progress from the start 
would think that he had come from a 
mile or more away with the deliberate 
intention of exterminating tbe cara- 
van 


On the whole, It may be said that 


the disposition of the rhino Is on a 
par with that of most animals and 
many human beings—they wish to be 
left alone, and unless worried they 
will not make trouble—London Field.
